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LIBERAL BANQUET. 

‘he banquet given, on Friday night, 
by the Edmonton Young Men’s Luberal 
Association, in homor of Mr, Frank 
Oliver. M. P., representative for Al- 
berta in the Dominion parliament, was 
very largely attended, 

Mr. Walter Scott, M. P., Dominion 
representative for West Assiniboia, and 
the Hon. A. L. Sifton, M. L, A., minisp 
ter of public works, for the Northwest 
Territories, who hadi been! invited to do 
honor to the guesi of the evening, were 
present, i ‘ fat ‘ 

The banquet was served in the hand- 
some and spacious new, dining room of 
the Queen’s. The band in an adjoin- 
ing room played selections, 

When the covers were removed Mr. 
Cross, the president o* the assog¢iaiioa, 
rasa to welcome, in the name of ihe 
liberals, Mr. Oliver, the guest of the 
evening, and to express their aipprecia- 
tion of Messrs. Scott and Sifton com- 


ing to assist in doing honor to Mr. 
Oliver. Gratitude io the libera) = as- 
sociations of Northern Alberta, for 
the assistance o” (her members,was al o 
acknowledged. Mr. Cross said that 
previously the demands o* the west 


were not recognized or appreciated by 


the eastern members of parlia- 
ment bui last year there came a change. 


For the first time the value ot the 


western members was recognized ‘or 
their opinions on western subjects. The 
young liberals recognized the efforts of 
Mr. Oliver during last session, especial- 
ly in connection with railways matters. 

The first toast proposed) was ‘The 
King,” which was responded to in the 
usual patriotic manner, 

The toast, “Our Guest,” was receiv- 
ed with great applause. Mr. Oliver 
said that while he feli flattered at the 
reception accorded to him he was noi 
couceited enough to think ibat it was 
all on his account. In a, country like 
this where the people are the govern- 
ment it is only fitting that a triumph 
nt the polls and the success of tho pol- 
icy thereby achieved should be an. oc- 
casion o° mutual congratulation. 

Mr. Oliver claimed that ihe present 
posperity o° the country Is no outcome 
of charce. To the government of the 
country is due, at least some b7 the 
credit. Comparing the results o° twq 
oppocing lines of government, policy, hq 
said, the situation was similar tod 
that of two teams leaving Edmonton 
for the Atha'basca Landing, each wiih 
the same load, and horses of like qual+ 
ity and condition. One team arrived at 
its destination and the other did not. 
The result was due tothe good manage- 
ment of the successful driver who, al- 
though he did not add one 
pound of force to overcome the diiffi- 
culties, still by goodi guidance and myn- 
egement he succeeded where the 
other failed. (The speaker claimed 
that the present prosperity, never be- 
fore equalled in the history of Canada, 
was largely due to the good 
leadership. of Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier and his government. (Applause). 

Many changes had taken place with- 
in the last few years. The soil and 
climate were the same 20 years ago as 


now, At that time there was a 
great rush of impygration into the 
Northwest, There was a _failroad 


building, the same which is here, to 
day. That condition did not coniinue. 
iWe had a period of stagnation, when 
this was the last country: to be thdught 
of; li is not nice to say so, but this 
was due to the administration of pub- 
lic affairs from ‘83 to ’95. 

Alluding to certain votes cast ‘again- 
st the government policy he said; You 
ask me if I think the present govern- 
so good—why I have voted against it, 
lt is because on these aecasions I 
thought that the interests of the con- 
stiluency demanded the voie I 
guve. When the time comes 
to vole ithe member who does noi rely 
ou his own judgment is a poor repre- 
seutative. (Applause). Mr, Oliver siat- 
ed that he would be pleased ip vote 
for a measure proposed by the conser- 
vatives if that measure was iu the in- 


geresis of this district, ‘but he 
bad not often been— placed in 
such a_ (position. He reminded his 


frieods that be had. been elected as an 
independent liberal, but did not wish 
anyone to think he was any less liberal 
because independent, nor less independ- 
ent because a liberal. He referred to 
the time when in this country he was 
a marked maw because of his liberal 
principles. According to Mr. Oliver’s 
ideas the term liberal meant progres- 
Sive and anyone who was not open to 
receive and carry out new ideas must 
be conservative. As a party, Mr, 


Oliver had nothing to say agains’ con- 
| servatives, to whom ail credit for loy- 
alty and integrity was accorded by him 
and from whom he asked, the same 
consideration. 


The present immigration to 
this country from all parts 
of the United States, Great Britain, 

no 


Europe and other countries, wus 
aceident, fut the result of « well 
defined immigration policy, ably caT- 
ried out. He pointed out that through 
the action of the government cream- 
erios had been placed on a satisfactory 
basis and that as a result of these 
operations conditions had been created 
which made the success of private in- 
divduals now possible where there had 
been only failures before. Again, 
referring to the oat crop oO” 
last fall, the government had, 
through its exertions, caused a ship- 
ment to ‘be mad? to South Africa. 
The price had thus been frais- 
ed, from 19¢ last fail, to such fig- 
ures that had never before been realiz- 
ed in the history of Alberta, and had 
thus opened up an export market as 
wide as the world. (Applause). The 
land policy of the government was to 
give every man what he was entitled 
to because he was entitled to it, not 
because he had a pull. As far as the a*- 
fairs of this district are coi- 
cerned, the support given to 
the government and the leader of the 
party has been fully justified. If he 
had not stood by the government he 
would pot have been doing his duty to 
his supporters, But at times when he 
had not supported the government it 
he felt it: -to be 
his duty to do as he had 
done and he was prepared to stand 
or fall on the merits of each individual 


was ‘because 


case. Although he had every 
respect for the great minds 
who led parliament, as far 
as the west was concerned he knew, 


more 2bout it than they did, having 
been so intimately connected with it 
for so long, therefore if he did not tell 
them what he knew. he would be mis- 
leading them. (Applause), The vast inr 
terests at stake, affecting the whole of 
Canada, demanded every precaution to 
guard against mistakes, Continuing, 
Mr. Oliver said he had no explana- 
tion to make and no apology to offer 
for his course in parliament. (App 
plause). Mi \ 

Mr. Oliver said he owed a great deal 
to his friend, Mr. Walter Scott, the 
member for West Assiniboia, for his 
support at Ottawa, and also to Mr. A. 
L. Sifton!for his assistanceduring two 
elections. In conclusion he said that he 
had supported the general policy, ad- 
ministration and leadership of the lib- 
efalk party beaius? he b°Lieved ihht i bat 
policy administration and leadership 
was the best that offerediin the inter- 
ests of the district. (Applause).

The toast, “The Dominion Hause , of 
Commons,” coupled with the name of 
Walter Scott, M. P., for West Assini- 
boia, was received) with ani ovation. Mr. 
Scott was loudly cheered on rising and 
in a very agreexble speech, expressed 
the pleasure of being present and of 
having an opportunity of seeing, jor 
the first time, this part of Canada, and 
particularly for the privilege of assist- 
ing to do honor to the member, who in 
the short space of six years has become 
known as one of the ablest 
members of the house of commons, The 
arguments set up _ before the 
last elections have been justified ‘by 
the subsequent occurrences, It would 
be foolish for the party to claim that 
all was due to their policy, A great 
deal was due to prudence and the ener 
gy of the people, Still at the same 
time some credit is due to the govern- 
ment. In. ‘96 some said if Mr. Oliver 
were elected, disaster to the district 
would be the result, With regard to 
progperity,—in 95 Mr. HKoster laid an 
array of figures before a meeting at 
Toronto to demonsirate the prgsperous 
condition of Canada. Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
yer in his reply said “iet the farmer put 
his hands in his pockets and if prosper- 
ity is not there it does not exist.” To- 
day, from the Atlaniic to the Pacific 
there is sucb prosperity as never be- 
fore existed. The trade of ~ Canada, 
which, in 96 amounted to $239,000,000, 
last year amounted to  $400,000,000; 
being an increase of 30 milliqn a year 
for six years. (Loud applause). 


Homestead entries for the Territor- 
ies, which amounted to only’ 2,000 a year 
for several years, last year amounted 
to 15,000. In the Edmonion office alone 
there were 2,200, surpassed by but one 
office in the country, which “I am 
proud to say was in my Own town of 


Regina with a total of 2,400." This 
satisfactory condition exisisall over 
Canada. Mr. Scott said, | 
can tell you that Mr. Oliver is a 


worker and one of the hardest workers 
in the house, He has a large district, 
and attends to more business than I 
would care to.”

All furs, with perhaps the exception 
of ‘beaver, increase and decrease peri- 
odically. Lynx, foxes and wolves are 
numerous when rabbits are plentiful: 
when mice are nGmerous, and some- 
times ihey are incredibly so, marien 
are thick; a good crop o® berries gen- 
erally insures a good bunt of bears, 
and mink and muskr: ats are most num- 
ercu3 in ye-rs o° high water. 


Beaver are hunted ‘with steel traps 
and the gun, and some tribes kill them 
in. nets. Bears are snared, shot ani 
trapped, both wiih steel traps and dead 
falls. Lynxes are mostly killed in 
snares. All other furs are caught by 
dead fall or steel trap and, of course, 
some are Shot, The repeating riile, 
Winchester or Marlin, is taking the 
place of the muzzle loading smooth- 
bore for big game shooting, The shot 
gun used is of 25 bore, carrying a ball 
88 to the pound,

thern trader ss Fort Garry was to the 
plains hunter in the good old days of 
the ‘buffalo. During the season ihe 
streets are made lively by the traders 
and their men. They may be noisy at 
times, but an Indian is seldom a rowdy. 
As a rule their conduct is in striking 
cortrast to what that of white men 
placed in their position would be, 

Protection Needed. 


The fur trade will remain{ a, source/io 
wealth fo rmany years, to some, espe- 
cially iv killing of unprime skins is for- 
bidden and protection be given the bea- 
ver. If not protected, in a few years 
it will be extinct. A greatpfuss is made 
about protecting a few wood buffalo 
in the north, The beaver needs protec- 
tion far more, andi isgnore, valuable in 
every way, but no one raises a voice 
to save them from extermination. 
Beaver are the most helpless of gni- 
mals, find their lodge and the rest is 
easy. The export should be forbidden 
for a period of years, and only winter 
hunting allowed afterwards. 


With regard to unprime skins, ii is 
no use to iorbid an Indian killing furs 
ou tof season, for the law, cannot be 
enforced, the country is ico large. For- 
bid a trader to have unprime skins in 
his possessiom aud be won’t tradei in 
them, and then the killing will cease, 
Neither ‘the Hudson’s Bay Co. or any 
other traders want unprime{fur, and 
all discourage the praciice, but the In- 
dians force, their h: ands, Saying, “if you 
dio not take my poor ‘ur, when T have 
good fur I woln’t bring it io you.” 


Forest fires are very destructive io 
fur-bearing animals. A fire running 
through a good fur country will des- 
troy more fpr thanij a large band of In- 
dians in 20 years, 

The agricultural possibilities of the 
northern districts are probably greater 
than most people imagine, andi valuable 
finds of minerals may yet be made, 
but any great rush of whita people 
might affect the fur trade unfavorably, 
However, for many years to come the 
northern districts of the Territories 
will remain the great fur preserve of 
the world, and a growing source of 
wealth to our Dominion.
